MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE BUREAU OF SANITATION 
AND THE LOS ANGELES CITY HARBOR DEPARTMENT FOR SOLID WASTE 
COLLECTION, TRANSPORT, AND DISPOSAL SERVICES FOR THE PORT OF LOS 
ANGELES 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Authorize the Director of the Bureau of Sanitation to: 

1. Approve the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between the Bureau of Sanitation 
and the Harbor Department for solid waste collection, transport, and disposal services 
for the Port of Los Angeles. 

2. The President or two members of the Board of Public Works will execute the MOU. 

3. Return the executed MOU to the Harbor Department for further processing.

DISCUSSION 


Background 


On March 5, 2009, the Board of Public Works (Board) approved the MOU between the Bureau 
and the Port of Los Angeles (PORT) for solid waste collection, transport, and disposal services 
for a term of three years. Over the last three years, the work performed by the staff of the Solid 
Resources Collection group of the Bureau has met and exceeded the expectations of the Port 
Staff. The Port staff has asked that the Bureau continue providing collection, transport and 
disposal services for another three years. The Bureau and the Port ha ve negotiated an MOU 
(Transmittal No. 1) that continue to efficiently maximize the use of City services and labor 
requests. 
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The Bureau has agreed to use collection trucks that are either dedicated natural gas or dual 
fuel, which operate mostly on natural gas with a small portion of ultra-low sulfur diesel fuel, in 
providing this service. All dual-fuel vehicles will be equipped with a certified diesel emission 
control device. 


Waste collected from the Port will be disposed at a facility that converts the waste to energy 
such as the Southeast Resource Recovery Facility (SERRF) in Long Beach. The waste will not 
be diverted to a landfill unless SERRF is not available or cannot handle the quantity or type of 
material delivered. All instances of diversion will be documented and forwarded to the Port for 
review. 


The Bureau currently provides solid waste collection, transport, and disposal services for other 
City Departments including the Convention Center, El Pueblo, and Los Angeles World Airports. 
In addition, the Bureau provides recycling services and collection at all City facilities including 
the Port of Los Angeles. 


At its meeting on March 1, 2012, the Los Angeles Board of Harbor Commissioners approved the 
Memorandum of Understanding with the City of Los Angeles Department of Public Works 
Bureau of Sanitation (Transmittal No 2). 


Proposed Term of MOU 


The Bureau of Sanitation is seeking approval of an MOU with the Harbor Department with a 
three (3) year term for solid waste collection, transport, and disposal services for the Port of Los 
Angeles. 


Environmental Impact 


The proposed MOU would not change Solid Resources Support Services nature of existing 
solid waste disposal practices. As such, the Bureau’s Director of the Environmental 
Management Division has determined that the proposed activity is exempt from the 
requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) in accordance with Article lIl, 
Section 2(f) of the Los Angeles City CEQA Guidelines. 


Care and Custody 


The Bureau will be responsible for the security against loss or damage to the equipment 
involved while in its possession or in the possession of any of its agents. The Bureau shall 
reimburse the Port for any loss or damage to Port equipment in its possession or the 
possession of any of its agents. Harbor Department shall be liable for loss/damage to Bureau 
equipment while on Harbor premises.

NOI and 1022 process 


No NOI and 1022 process are required because the work will be performed all by City 
employees. 


STATUS OF FINANCING 


The total estimated expenditure for the Port under this proposed MOU for a three (3) year term 
is no more than $1,100,000. 


For the FY 2011-12, funding in the amount of $233,000 is available for this MOU from the Port's 
Operating Budget, Center 0510, Construction and Maintenance, Program 000, Account 57045. 
Funding for this MOU has been requested by the Harbor Department in the FY 2012-2013 
Operating Budget. Funds will subsequently be requested as part of the Harbor Department's 
annual budget process. 


Funds received by Bureau of Sanitation for this service will be deposited in Dept. 50, Fund 508, 
Revenue Source 45970 (Service to Harbor).
